Civilian Trial Case 
Headed for Top Test 


WASHINGTON.—A U.S. Court 
of Appeals decision ruling that mil- 
itary courts cannot try civilians 
for crimes committed while em- 
ployed by the armed forces over- 
seas in peacetime appeared headed 
for a United States Supreme Court 
test this week. 

The decision was made in an Air 
Force case. But it could also af- 
fect Army jurisdiction. 

The Air Force, after studying the 
decision, said it would recommend 
to the Justice Department that the

WASHINGTON. — There will be 
no “involuntary reduction in force” 
(RIF) of either officers or en- 
listed men in the Army before the 
return of Congress on 7 Jan. 1959. 


This does not mean an end to 
present release programs — specif- 
ically, the Army’s effort to dis 
charge those enlisted members 
whose records indicate that they 
have not the capability to be . 
trained in a needed military occu- 
pation. 

Defense Secretary Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy told a news conference this 
week: 

“We are not making any rapid 
move early in the fiscal year to 
get to those end strengths which 
were named in the President's 
budget, the 870 (thousand) Army 
and the 175 (thousand) Marine.” 

Army officials said there would 
be no need for a RIF if the Army’s 
strength on 30 June 1959 does not 
go below 870,000. There had been 
reports that the Army would be 
ordered to cut 20,000 below this 
figure by 30 June and another 
20,000 in the next 12 months end- 
ing 30 June 1960. 

A RIF would be necessary to 
meet any such reduction in the 
Army’s strength. 

Mr. McElroy now seems to have 
scotched any such idea. 

He said no reduction in Army 
strength under any circumstances 


would be ordered before 30 Sep- 
tember. As of 31 July, the most re- 
cent official figure, this strength 
was 898,580. It has not dropped

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Concurrent Travel 


To Germany Drops 


By JOHN WIANT 


HEIDELBERG, Germany.—The approval rate for eon- 
current travel of the families of men assigned to Germany 
sagged to 55 percent in July—off 30.2 percent from June. 


The discouraging compilation of 
approval statistics — coming only 
two weeks after USAREUR an- 
noucement of a drive to increase 
concurrent travel to 97 percent dur- 
ing this fiscal year—shows that 
housing on the German economy is 
not being used to the extent offi- 
cials expected. 

This non-use of housing outside 
the govermment quarters realm 
coupled with a lack of unit moves 
to Europe during the July applica- 
tion period are the basic reasons 
for the decline. 

In its announced drive to raise 
the concurrent rate, USAREUR 
had placed primary emphasis on 
the use of economy housing in 
areas where government housing is 
not immediately available. 

Responsibility for assisting men 
assigned to Germany from the U.S. 
in obtaining apartments or hotel 
accommodations on the economy 
was delegated to unit commanders 
who were told to keep tab on hous- 
ing available and inform men as- 
signed to their units of the exact 
type of accommodations available. 

Although details could not be 
completely pinpointed concerning 
unit commanders’ assumption of 
this responsibility, the Army’s Eu- 
ropean headquarters has strongly 
urged them to make better use of 
economy housing information avail- 
able in local billeting offices in 
advising personnel assigned to Eu- 
rope of housing availability. 

It is believed that as word 
spreads on the availability of econ- 
omy housing plus USAREUR eager- 
ness to approve concurrent travel 
on the basis of use of such housing, 
the rate will go up. 


IN THEORY, the economy hous 
ing program is supposed to work | 
like this: 


Personnel for whom no govern 
ment housing is available are ad- 


vised that they may apply for con- 
current travel to the local economy. 

They are informed that their 
new unit commander will help 


them in locating such accommoda- 
tions prior to arrival and that ren- 
tal agencies established in all billet- 
ing offices are available to assist 
them on arrival in the theater.

New Walter 


WASHINGTON.—One of the 
most important innovations in the 
field of nuclear ‘medicine was 
demonstrated recently at Walter 
Reed Army: Medical Center. It is 
a “whole body counting facility” 
recen installed in the Walter 
y Institute of Research. 

Sponsored by the Armed Forces 
Special Weapons Project, this is 
only the second facility of its type 
in the world and the first at a 
medical. installation. The original 
equipment is at the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s laboratory at Los 
Alamos, N.M. 

With this facility, natural and 
acquired radioactivity can be di- 
rectly measured in man. Elements 
emitting gamma radiation can be 
identified, localized, and their total 
activity quantitated rapidly and 
with remarkable accuracy. 

Formerly, total body radioactiv- 
ity could be estimated only from 
study of the amounts excreted or 
from small samples surgically re- 
moved for analysis. Necessarily, 
the: accuracy and sensitivity of 
such. procedures were limited. 

Need for such a facility is em- 
phasized by the constantly increas- 
ing use of radioisotopes in industry 
and medicine, power reactor de- 
velopments. Only through knowing 
the dynamie levels of radioactivity 
in man himself can the overall im- 
plications of the international nu- 
clear energy program be followed 
and eventually evaluated.

Fort Benning’ s Crain Hall 
Mess Serves Its Last Meal 


FORT BENNING, Ga. U.S. 
Infantry officers the world over 
may heave a nostalgic sigh at 
news that Fort Benning’s Crain 
Hall has served its last meal after 
nearly 37 years of operation. 

From 1921 to the present, mili- 
tary figures such as Gens. Eisen- 
hower, Marshall, Bradley, Patton 
and many others dined in the brick 


landmark known today as Crain 
Hall. 

In an informal ceremony last | 
week, Maj. Donald _ Fitzgerald, 


secretary of the School Brigade’s 
Student Officers’ Open Mess, closed 
the building after the noon meal. 
Conservative estimates place the 
number of meals served since its 
opening at approximately 10 mil- 
lion. 

Originally opened in 1921 when 
Camp Benning was still in its in- 
fancy, the mess has served in al- 
most unbroken continuity the ca- 
loric and gastronomic needs of 
the officers of Benning’s Infantry 


School. Its first service was as 
the Biglerville Bachelors Mess 
which in that era served as the 


main officers mess. At that time

In 1934 the Main Officers’ Open 
Mess was moved to the building 
it presently occupies opposite In- 
fantry Schoo].  Biglerville Mess 
then fell in partial disuse until 
War II, Although an absolutely 
accurate account of this period 
(1934-1940) is impossible due to 
a fire that destroyed many of its 
recods, “old timers” in the area 
tell of Biglerville being used as 
a hay barn for the post polo team 
and as a post exchange grocery 
store for a short time. 

In 1940-1941 it served as the 
temporary headquarters of Gen. 
George Patton while he was acti- 
vating the 2d Armd. Div. After 
serving for a short period as a PX, 
it was reborne again in 1944 and 
has served as a mess since then. 


Although known by = several 
names (Regimental Officers 
Mess, Student Officers Mess and 


Biglerville), it was redesignated 
in 1947 as Crain Hall in honor of 
TSgt. Morris E. Crain, War Il 
Medal of Honor winner. In 1954 
it became part of the Student Of- 
Open Mess. During the 
peak years of the Korean conflict 
more than 1500 meals were served 
daily. 

At present the future of Crain 
Hall is undecided. One thing for 
if another emergency 
comes along the old landmark can 
be taken out of mothballs and 
again open its doors te hungry of- 
ficers.

GEN. HART NOTED that a Her- 
cules unit posted a 100 percent 
successful mark during a recent 
test at Eglin Air Force Base; Fla. 
Btry: C. of the 3d-Msl. Bn., 43d 
Arty., formerly known as the 738th 
AAA Bn., scored six ‘successful 
missiles out of six fired during the 
test. 

This was the first firing of Army. 
air defense missiles at target 
drones flying in formation. The 
Hercules successfully picked off 
the lead F-80 jet drone and analy- 
sis showed that the entire forma- 
tion would have been destroyed in 
a single blast had the nuclear war- 
head been used in place of the

Jones was aiso one of those who 
identified the 30th Infantry by its 
full name—San Francisco’s Own. 
He also questioned several names. 

There’s no name yet for the Ist 
Artillery. 

But, Lt. Col. Gordon R. Cubbi- 
son of the Information Division, 
USAREUR, siys that the 24 Ar. 
tillery is “The Big Deuce.” The 
regimental motto, “The Second 
First,” he says was earned by its 
performance since it was first 
formed before the War of 1812.

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® EDITORIALS 
Ajax Is Good 


Press reports in the past year have con- 
sistently referred to the “obsolescence” of the 
Nike Ajax surface-to-air missile. (Let it be 
said that this paper on occasion has not been 
blameless in this respect.) 


It is true that Nike Ajax was the pioneer 
missile of so-called “pushbutton” warfare, the 
first to reach operational status in 1953. It 
is also true that a newer and more powerful 
member of the Nike family, Hercules, re- 
cently began taking its place beside Ajax. 
These facts, however, by no means indicate 
that Ajax is ready for the scrap pile, as con- 
sistent reference to its “obsolescence” would 
imply. 

If you consider your 1958 automobile ob- 
solete in a few months, from now, when the 
1959 ‘models appear, then you might also 
consider Ajax obsolete. But if the car is still 
purring along with'no trouble, and still able 
to whisk you long distances at high speeds, 
then you will probably not feel that it is 
obsolete. 





Similarly, the obsolescence of a weapon 
system should not be judged by the number 
of years it has been around, but by its ability 
to do its job. 


Nike Ajax has shot down every type of 
target ever pitted against it, even including 
another guided missile—the Air Force Mata- 
dor. Any aircraft flying today, whether 
operational or still being tested or developed, 
is well within the capabilities of the Ajax 
system. 


Fact is, Ajax took such a long stride for- 
ward that it placed our air defense well ahead 
of the existing and the future threat. 


No plane or even “pilotless bomber” in the 
air today can over-fly, “outspeed or* out- 
maneuver the Ajax missile. 


Every operational bomber is virtually a 
sitting duck for Ajax. The hottest bomber 
flying, the B-58 Hustler—still in the testing 
stage—is easily within Ajax capabilities. 
The same is true of the newest operational 
fighter, the F-104. 


It will be years before Ajax’s maximum 
abilities are challenged. [ven in the face of 
electronic counter-measures, or “jamming,” 
Nike Ajax has proven its ability to fulfill 
any mission that may reasonably be given it, 
now or in the near future. 


To foster the disturbingly widespread im- 
pression that Ajax is “obsolete” is a dis- 
service to a magnificent weapon system, and 
undermines the esprit de corps of thousands 
of missilemen in the Army Air Defense Com- 
mand whose Ajax units are constantly on the 
alert guarding our principal centers of popu- 
lation, industry and defense. These units 
represent not only the best but virtually our 
only effective defense against fast bombers 
and air-to-surface missiles, against which in- 
terceptor planes are of very little use. 

We trust that these slighting references 
are the result merely of misinformation, due 
perhaps to security restrictions on guided 
missile information. 


A factual insight into the worth of Nike 
Ajax, with a refutation of the charge of 
“obsolescence” is contained in an interview 
article which recently appeared in the “Fort 
Bliss (Tex.) News.” The interview was 
given by Lt. Col. John E. Aber, chief of the 
Nike Division at the Army Air Defense 
School.

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Marines Need Control

Recently in this space, “Leumas H. 
Rednaxela” asked the question, “Are Ma- 
rines Necessary?” and drew a very af- 
firmative reply from Lt. John F. O’Con- 
nor, USMCR. I would like to discuss a 
few points that I believe both overlooked. 

I fee] that it isn’t a question of whether 
Marines are necessary but rather whether 
amphibious operations are necessary and, 
more importantly, who is to contro] the 
ultimate end of that function. 

This-is the essential difference between 
Army and: Marine proponents. Essen- 
tially, both organizations are similar as 
to their énd (fighting on land), their or- 
ganization, equinment, and training. There 
are differences but these are only acciden- 
tal, e.g., size, psychological attitude of 
their members, and the use of a camou- 
flage covering on the helmet. of a combat 
marine. 

What are some -of the arguments for 
deciding who should eontrol the ultimate 
end of amphibious operations? They 
should include: 1) a definition of am- 
phibious operations and its relation to 
land action; 2) experience in the field of 
amovhibious operations: 3) economy; and 
4) the elimination of disharmony through 
unity of command. 

* - . 

AMPHIBIOUS OPERATIONS have 
been defined as a combined land, sea, and 
air undertaking. They have also been. de- 
fined as an operation designed to gain 
a foothold on an enemy shore whether 
a small island or a large land mass. Im- 
plicit in the definition is the fact that am- 
phibious warfare—i.e., its end result (land 
fighting) —is only a part of a greater 
whole — land warfare. 

_ Thus the question of rightful respon- 
sibility for amphibious operations may be 
put in the form of a syllogism: the ulti- 


mate end of amphibious operations is a 
Jand action; land action is the rightful 
responsibility of the Army; ergo, the ulti- 
mate end of amphibious operations is the 
rightful responsibility of the Army. 

No one questions the Army’s respon- 
sibility in conducting . desert. warfare, 
jungle warfare, and mountain warfare — 
all natural functions of the Army. Nor 
is there any dispute that the conduct of 
airborne operations (whese ultimate end 
is a land action) is the rightful responsi- 
bility of the Army. 

Why, then, is there such disagreement 
over the contro) of amphibious operations? 
The Marine claim is supposedly based: on 
tradition .in the field;. If we look .back 
through the military history of the nation, 
however, we will find that the Army has 
prior claim to the title.

ALTHOUGH |§ the first major amphibi- 
ous landing conducted by the Army (or 
by any other American force) was made at 
Vera Cruz during the War with Mexico, 
the amohibious tradition of the Army-goes 
back through the War of 1812 (landing 
operations on the Great Lakes), the Revo- 
lutionary War (the landing of Washing- 
ton’s forces at Williamsburg as a prelude 
to Yorktown), to the landing at Louis- 
bourg on Cane Breton Island by Colonial 
militia in 1745, thirty years before the 
establishment of the Marine Corps. 

Between World Wars I and II, the 
Army conducted “independent” amphibi- 
ous operations with the Navy. During 
World War II, 28 Army divisions took 
part in 42 amphibious assault landings. 
In the Mediterranean and European théa- 
ters, all amphibious landings by American 
forces were made by the Army.

A. Well, ‘the great bulk of the 
major bomber forces of the world 
—WU.S. or U.S.S.R.—is of the B-47 
type, or its Russian equivalent, the 
Badger. This type of plane was 
the design target of the Nike Ajax 
system. With its relatively low 
speed, operating ceiling and ma- 
neuverability, it is virtually a sit- 
ting duck for Nike Ajax. 

Q. How about the newer bomb- 
ers, such as the B-52? 

A. The B-52, and also its Russian 
counterpart, the Bison, have be- 
come operational comparatively re- 
cently. Relatively few of them are 
in the hands of squadrons in either 
country, This type of airplane is 
also easily within the capabilities 
of Ajax. Its maximum speed, bomb- 
ing altitude, maneuverability, etc., 
challenge little more than half of 
the Ajax’s design capability—and 
one thing we are very pleased about 
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is that Ajax performance has far 
exceeded its design specifications. 

Q. We have been reading about 
even more improved aircraft un- 
der development, such as the B 
58 Hustler, te which we might as- 
sume that the Russians have an 
equivalent. How would the Ajax 
stack up with this type airplane? 

A. It may be several years, per- 
haps, before such “hot” airplanes 
as the B-58, or its possible Russian 
equivalent, begin to become opera- 
tional in significant numbers. Even 
this new plane, with its much 
greater speed and ceiling, can still 
be shot down by the Nike Ajax 
system. 

Q. If there should be a manned 
bomber developed as a successor 
te the B-58; or its Russian coun- 
terpart, de you think Ajax could 
successfully attack it? 

A. There is a question in my

mind as to whether bombers will 
be used at all in that era. If so, 
whether or not they would exceed 
the capabilities of Ajax remains a 
question for the future. One thing 
certain, however, is that the great 
bulk of the world’s major air 
forces, for many years to come, can 
easily be shot down by the Nike 
Ajax system. As a matter of fact, 
I feel quite confident that Ajax 
will still be on the job when the 
last manned bomber is being phased 
out. 


A. Since Ajax has not been 
used against an enemy target, 
what sort of proof do you have 
of its capabilities? 

A. In annual service practice fir- 
ings at Red Canyon Range in New 
Mexico, Ajax units from sites 
throughout the country have scored

Supergrade Tour.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — A new Pentomic-oriented pre- 
commission extension course is now available to enlisted per- 
sonnel throughout the Army through the administration of 
the Infantry School’s Department of Non-Resident Instruc- 





tion at Fort Benning. 

The primary purpose of the new 
program is to develop selected in- 
dividuals (except WAC personnel) 
to be second lieutenants who will 
be capable of performing duties 
appropriate to their grade in. In- 
fantry units and who, with a mini- 
mum of additional training, will be 
capable of performing duties as 
junior officers in any branch desig- 
nated by the Department of the 
Army. 

However, ‘all enlisted men are 
given the opportunity through the 
program to improve themselves 
professionally in their branch and 
to enhance their military careers 
by gaining further qualifications 
for further advancement. 

The revised pre-commission 
course is not specifically designed 
to be used as a vehicle for promo- 
tions within the enlisted grades. 
However, completion of certain 
subeourses will improve the mili- 
tary education of the individual 
concerned and better equip him 
academically for promotion and ac- 
ceptance of added responsibility. 

In addition, it could be con- 
sidered a test of desire for promo: 
tion and of general aptitude, in- 
telligence and interest in military 
service. It is planned to assure 
every man in the Army an equal 
opportunity to demonstrate his 
qualification for advancement.

trousers and coats, Under this type 
of bidding manufacturers were al- 
lowed to make the two items from 
different bolts of cloth and QM 
store prices were brought down to 
$21.20 for a coat and $7.65 for a 
pair of trousers. 

Ten percent, or about 250,000 
uniforms, were bought on bids ask- 
ing for “matched” suits, kept to- 
gether through shipping and han- 
dling and offered as same-bolt uni- 
forms in QM stores. Prices posted 
for these suits were set at, $33.60 
and the suits could not be broken 


up.

ARMY OFFICIALS SAID that it 
was decided at the beginning of 
the greens program to buy same- 
bolt suits for three reasons. They 
were: 

@ To check out what the price 
differential might be. 

®@ To determine whether the suit 
industry could meet total Army re- 
quirements if the Army should de- 
cide to buy only same-bolt suits. 
(Here it was determined that the 
suit industry could not meet re- 
quirements and that few bidders 
were offering to make matched 
suits.) 

® To determine customer reac- 
tion, The Army wanted to know 
whether officers and enlisted men 
would pay about $4.75 extra for 
the psychological lift of wearing 
a matched uniform, even though 
the differences of separates are 
not discernible to the naked eye. 

Army clothing experts maintain 
that through quality control, it 
is not possible, except under lab- 
oratory conditions, to tell the 
difference between a man wear- 
ing a matched suit and a soldier 
wearing “separates.” They declared 
that no matter which of the two 
uniforms a man wore when he 
fell out for ceremonial occasions 
he would look exactly like the man 
standing next to him. 

Thus it was decided to eliminate 
same-bolt suits and to go back to 
a one-price system.

The double-price system had led 
to some confusion at QM stores, 
it was reported. A few men claimed 
they were being over-charged for 
uniforms when they were quoted 
the matched suit price, And, in 
some commands, men mistakenly 
believed or were told they had to 
have matched uniforms.

WHEN SEPARATES are sold at 
QM stores, the latter are under or- 
ders to help men to “match” trous- 
ers and coats as closely as possible. 
All stores have been instructed to 
have a light of at least 500 watt 
power to help men match the sep- 
arates they buy. 

However, quality control author- 
ities declare there is no practical 
difference in shade or color. Manu- 
facturers must make green fabric 
under an Army certificate. If the 
cloth does not come up to Army 
specifications, it must be dyed or 
mutilated.

UNDER THE SYSTEM, EM 
must make allotments to their de- 
pendents if they wish to collect 
basic quarters allowances when liv- 
ing off-post, or if they wish to 
have their dependents collect ren- 
tal allowances when they might be 
separated in case of shipments 
overseas. 

For example, E-l’s, E-2’s and 
E-3’s with one dependent must al- 
lot $40 of his pay to that dependent 
if he collects his basic quarter al- 
lowance of $51.30 monthly living off 
base, Thus the dependent would re- 
ceive a total of $91.30. 


E-4’s and E-5’s must allot $60 of 
their pay and E-6’s to E-9’s $80 
monthly to collect their allowances 
while living off base or to have 
their dependents get the rent al- 
lowance during separations.

IN ALL CASES the checks are 
made payable to the dependent so 
that the wife has control of the 
allotment and quarters allowance 
purse strings.

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Many More Dogs Needed 
Because of Hercules

_ Air Force needs 300-plus new sentry 
dogs in the United States each year. 
These dogs guard vital depots (probably 
storage areas in which there are nuclear and ther- 
monuclear warheads for bombs and missiles). The 
dogs and their handlers, it would appear, are most- 
ly replacements for dogs and handlers trained by 
a joint Army-Air Force team at Fort Carson, Colo., 
until the Dog Training Center closed in the fall 
of 1957. 

At present, the Army’s source for sentry and 
scout dogs is the 26th Inf. Scout Dog Platoon at 
Fort Carson, Colo., until the Dog Training Center 
closed in the fall of 1957. 

At present, the Army’s source for sentry and 
scout dogs is the 26th Inf. Scout Dog Platoon at 
Fort Benning, Ga. But a total of fewer than 50 
dogs have or are being trained by this platoon. 

At Lackland AFB, Tex., 300 dogs and handlers 
will get their six weeks of training next year. Of 
this number, the Air Force has set aside 25 for 
the Army. 

Now the Atomic Energy Commission has estab- 
lished a requirement at Hercules missile launching 
sites for four sentry dogs per site. 

Exactly how many dogs will be needed event- 
ually is unclear. With the Army planning te 
convert completely from Ajax to Hercules over 
the next several years, and with Hercules having 
an atomic capability, it seems likely that there 
will be 300 launching sites needing dog sentries. 

This would mean that the Army will need 1200 
trained dogs in, say, the next four years, or 300 a 
year. This is as many as the Air Force needs. And 
after the sites are fully dogged (and manned) by 
these canine sentries, replacements will be needed. 

Will the Army become dependent on the Air 
Force for its dogs and handlers? How about medi- 
eal care for the dogs? 

Is it possible that the AEC is dealing a final 
blow to former SecDef Charlie Wilson’s efforts to 
abolish the Veterinary Corps? Will there be a 
VC section attached to each air defense region, or 
possibly a veterinary officer assigned to each air 
defense group or .even to each missile battalion, 
“riding circuits” so to speak to keep the sentry dogs 
in good health? 

Now in Germany, the dogs have had German 
civilian handlers, Perhaps the Army now will find 
that it should have its dogs overseas retrained in 
English so that it can rotate dogs and soldier 
handlers for sentry duty between its overseas depots 
and its ZI air defense units. This at least would 
provide for a “balanced” career overseas and in 
the States for dog handlers. 

Would rotation of dogs and handlers be on a 
unit basis, a canine Gyroscope, or on an individual 
basis? Would dogs be stabilized in the States after 
five or 10 years service, to serve out their time until 
retirement? And at what age do dogs retire?

people are wrong who say the Air Force gets twice 
as much financial support from Defense, the Ad- 
ministration and Congress as does the Army. It 
only looks that way. 

The Air Force this year got about $19 billion, 
the Army nearly $10 billion, which certainly ap- 
pears to be a two0-to-one ration.

The Air Force spends close to $9 billion on 
personnel — pay, support, morale, and so forth.

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How Missile Is Shot 
At Cape Canaveral

THHE siory of any missile shot from Cape Canaveral 

consists. of four chapters and a postscript. The 
first chapter is simply the delivery of the missile 
to ihe Cape. Most of them arrive by air. The Atlas 
ivavels cross-country from San Diego, Calif.. on a 
lvailer. 

The second chapter is the hangar check. Does 
the wiring work? Has anything been bent or broken 
in iransit? Did sand or dust get into the missile? 
If the ariswers to all these questions are favorable 
the missile is hauled to its pad and: put into the 
Geniry crane. 

The methods of doing this differ with the type 
of missile. The Atlas is lifted with the trailer on 
which it made the cross-country trip. Only when 
the rocket is firmly in place does it part company 
with its trailer.

CHAPTER THREE is the long check-our of the 
missile which makes it ready for flight. All the 
electrical equipment is checked once more. The 
Instruments carried by the rocket are checked sepa- 
zately and jointly.

catapults), the Hancock, Lexington 
and Shangri-La. A attack 
carrier of the latter type, less 
completely modernized—the Essex 
—has just about arrived from the 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. 
The new attack carrier, Ranger, a 
65,000-ton Forrestal-class ship of 
the latest design, which has just 
reached Pacific waters after a_voy- 
age around the Horn, is reported 
due to report to the Seventh Fleet 
in the near future. Each of these 
attack carriers operates an air 
group containing from 80 to 100 
planes, including heavy and light 
attack planes, fighters, reconnais- 
sance and photographic aircraft. 

. The principal difference between 
the air groups is the much higher 
proportion of heavy attack planes 
aboard the Midway and Ranger: 
the medium-sized carriers have on- 
ly a marginal capacity for opéra- 
ting the big A3D heavy attack air- 
craft. These planes are capable 
of delivering high-yield nuclear 
weapons at distances up to 1500 
miles from the earrier’s deck.

THE LIGHT attack planes 
(A4D), low-level attack planes and 
certain types of fighters also have 
nuclear delivery capabilities, with 
Striking radius of from 500 to 1000 
miles. The total volume of nuclear 
striking capability thus repre- 
sented is very considerable, especi- 
ally considering that it is operated 
from mobile bases which are rela- 
tively difficult for land-based 
planes or missilemen to locate and 
identify. 

Other ships of the Seventh Fleet 
include three cruisers and forty de- 
stroyers; an. anti-submarine group 
headed by the ASW carrier Prince- 
ton; several submarines; a strong 
amphibious force, with transports, 
cargo ships, landing craft and heli- 
copters; ahd a floating supply train 
of oilers, supply and ammunition 
ships and other supporting craft: 

A complete task force of the 
Tactical Air Command has arrived 
or is en route to the Formosa area; 
it includes fighters, fighter-bombers 
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which about two-thirds is stationed 
on Okinawa, the remainder being 
normally in the Hawaiian Islands. 
There have been no reports of any 
Marine movement westward from 
Hawaii so far. This Marine divi- 
sion has its own directly associated 
air support in the form of the 1st 
Marine Air Wing, which at full 
strength is equivalent in fighting 
power to three Air Force tactical 
wings. 

A recent statement by Admiral 
Beakley gives some reason to think 
that the whole of the 3d Marine 
Division and 1st Marine Air Wing 
have been placed under his com- 
mand. 

While there are two Army divi- 
sions (the 7th Infantry Division 
and the 1st Cavalry Division—real- 
ly an infantry division) in Korea, 
itis unlikely that either could be 
moved out of Korea at a time of 
strained relations with Communist 
China.

The story 
takes place during a mass cele- 
brated upon his return from cap- 
tivity, and his mysti@al recollec- 
tions during the ceremony. 

A third story. takes place at the 
deathbed of an .elderly southern 
lady, a woman who sees her prop- 
erty being inherited by a weak 
grandson and a modern young lady 
who just isn’t good enough for 
Grandma’s family. There is a 
curious mixture of humor and 
pathos in this family portrait.

ANK JONES is unquestionably one of the finest jazz 


pianists in the business. 


Although Hank is no youing- 


ster (he was 40 years old two months ago) and has been 


a standout with innumerable well 
known jazz groups (to list only a 
few: Lips Page, Coleman Hawkins, 
Charlie Parker, JATP, Artie Shaw, 
Benny Goodman), his name re- 
mains unfamiliar to a surprisingly 
large number of jazz enthusiasts 
who can tell you all about lesser 
musicians who do not even begin 
to bat in Hank’s league. 

This is a sad commentary on the 
jazz audience, but such, of course, 
js the way of the world. The un- 
assuming Hank Jones, a musician 
with no gimmicks to peddle, is a 
perfect example of a “musician's 
musician” who for some unknown 
reason hag never made it BIG with 
ibe public. His piano playing con- 
tinually receives praise from a wide 
variety of jazz figures—Nat Cole, 
George Shearing, Dizzy Gillespie, 
Ella Fitzgerald, Goodman, and just 
about everyone who has worked 
with him, as well as from the more 
musically literate jazz critics—but 
even in jazz households his name 
is not a “household” word. 

Perhaps if Hank were a 
flashier musician, were “way 
out’, or had a specific jazz point 
of view to sell, he would be 

more greatly appreciated. But 
Hank is the all-around pianist 
who can play in just about any

USICALLY, it is no news that Bruno 
Walter is one of the major champions 
and master conductors of Mahler. His per- 
formances of Mahler’s Symphony No. 2 with the 
New York Philharmonie (and Emilia

can only add to Walter’s reputation along these 
lines (Columbia M2L-256, $7.98). 

The work itself, called the “Resurrection -Sym- 
phony,” is massive in proportion and musical struc- 
ture.

At night 
we watched lighted boats gliding 
to and fro as silent as the swans. 

Next morning our “steamer” 
continued up the slow curves of 
the river to Caversham. In places, 
the whole waterway is no wider 
than an American city street; in 
others, it splits into several chan- 
nels. Suddenly the bank is lined 
with pubs with the customers’ 
boat’s tethered outside like horses. 

Just as suddenly there is nothing 
but green meadows flecked with 
daisies. 

Each town is approached “by 
the back door,” in one sense; the 
formalities of acquaintanceship 
are dispensed with. But in an- 





other sense you see them as they

England. 

Now, commerce sticks to the 
land, and pleasure boats reign su 
preme in the river.

Check Floor, Wall Reinforcement 
Expert Tells Mobile Home: Buyers 


ELKHART, Ind.—“One of the 
facets of mobile living most ir- 
ritating and troublemaking to the 
mobile home owner is the appear- 
ance, in from six months to a year 
after the family moves in, of warp- 
ing -or shrinking floor panels, 
eaused by floors which were not 
well designed and properly con- 
structed.” 

This warning for mobile home 
buyers comes from Donald R. 
Mossey, president of Homette 
Corp., Elkhart, Ind., manufacturer 
of Homette mobile homes. 

The woes of having cracks and 
ridges appear in the floor of a 
mobile home after moving in are 
obvious to the prospective buyer. 
In mobile homes owned by serv- 

ice families, adequate floor con- 
struction is doubly important due 
to the periodic relocation pos- 
sibilities, where a change of 
climate might be involved. 

“Adequate reinforcement” is ac- 
complished by manufacturers in 
varied ways. Taking the exampie 
at hand, Homette Corp. underlays 
each floor panel joint with a three- 
inch wide strip of 5/8” plywood 
across the full width of the coach. 
An accommodating cut-out for the 
supporting strip is made in the 
floor joist so that floor panels are 
maintained flush with the joists. 

Floor panels are glued, and then 
secured to the supporting strip and 
floor joists with at least 100 screws 
per four-foot panel. 

“Equally important,’ says 
Homette’s Mossey, “is the use 
only of hot-pressed plywood, 
which itself goes far toward lick- 
ing the problem by reducing the 
moisture content in the wood, 
and thus the shrinkage potential 
after installation.”

AITH can move mountains. 


Lack of it can cause depres- 


sions. When the stock market hit its new high observers 
noticed that the rise was significantly horizontal, as it in- 
volves three classes of stocks which heretofore. had been 


paddling their own canoes. 
Recentiy the rises have been 
characterized by the domination of 
one of three groups: either the 
blue chips, the “secondaries” or 
the low-priced. speculatives. This 
time they all marched upward and 
onward hand in hand. 
While a hopeful view concern- 
, ing the threat of 
crippling auto 
strikes and a re- 
action from the 
Formosa wafr- 
scare were con- 
sidered contrib- 
utory, it was 
agreed by most 
observers that 
the improve- 
ment in the 
broad outlook of 
business was the

chief cause. 
One of the stimulants may have 


been the arrival of a crowd of 
hungry buyers in New York seek- 
ing to fill depleted shelves and en- 
couraging replacements of inven- 
tories of hitherto cautious sup- 
pliers. It seemed that the back-to- 
school boomlet in sales had spread 
to other departments. 

Also, there were signs of a boost 
in plant expansion although some 


of the big industries were still 
hesitant. In any case, the Commerce 
Department had reported “firm- 
ness” in capital investment which 
was interpreted as an end to re- 
duced spending for plant expan- 
sion with a moderate upturn in 
sight. This reverses the trend, or 
at least considerably modifies the 


pessimism in the general run of 
predictions of business plans up 
to now. 

Immediately the critics of the 
Federal Reserve Board because of 
the tightening of money, inspired 
by the belief that inflation was a 
greater menace than a continued 
slump, became vocal. The FRB was 
credited with “inflation psychosis.” 

It was charged that tightening of 
mone y now Showed bad timing and 
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threatened to nip the buds of busi- 
ness investment which were just 
breaking through the dry soil of 
doubt and depression. 

Attention was called to the 
“pockets” of unemployment which 
still exists (as did the Democrats 
in the Maine election campaign) 
and the complainers lamented mast 
of all what they considered would 
be a wet-blanketing of the automo- 
tive industry, which most of all is 
the key to recovery. 

They pointed with alarm to the 
fact that with Government bonds 
selling at a 3% percent yield, cor- 
porations, municipal governments 
and others were estopped from bor- 
rowing.

BUT THE Aduinistration econ- 
omists this time, had no quarrel 
with the FRB, as they have, at 
times in the past. While they 
joined with those economists who 
of late, have insisted that a 2 per- 
cent a year inflation was now to 
be accepted as SOP, and was a 
consumation to be wished for 
rather than feared, they felt that 
a too-quick recovery would mean 
that price rises would outrun pro- 
ductivity, reduce “real” wages and 
income to the point where faith 
would be lost in the dollar. This, 
they pointed out, would be a flight 
of savings to common stocks. Then 
the boom’ that must include the 
bust (1929). 

Fiscal measures, such as the Fed- 
eral Reserve Beard is new taking, 
are admittedly a temporary expedi- 
ent. They are not, however, ac- 
cording to their advocates, a mere 
treatment of the symptoms rather 
than the ailment, but a prophylactic 
which can prevent miner afflic- 
tions which could leave the host 
subject to the disease itself. 

As one observer put it, “draining

of germ-laden mosquitoes.” 

The FRB is taking, according to 
its supporters, a calculated risk, 
but their calculations are such that 
they think it’s a safe one. They 
turned off the spigot early. They 
believe they can turn it on in time 
to prevent a drought. Meanwhile 
they say that recovery has a good 
start, that it was pretty much con- 
centrated in the auto and metal 
industries, that the faith, lack of 
which caused this buying slump to 
spread, has beeri restored without 
a full recovery in the soft spots 
that started it and the odds are on 
the tortoise and not the hare.

One of them employs: a special 
camera which takes pictures. nine 
inches square on a 75. foot roll of 
film, with illumination . provided 
by magnesium flash cartridges. The 
eartridges are automatically eject- 
ed from the airplane over the 
target area at the right moment 
with a 1,400,000 candle power 
flash. At an altitude of 2000 feet 




















this is sufficient to illuminate an 
area 3000 feet square. 

Since the motion of the plane 
would result -in a blurred picture 
the camera has a motwr which ad- 
vances the film across the apera- 
ture at a steady rate to compensate 
for the plane’s speed. In addition, 
the camera, which has no shutter 
and gives what photo experts call 
an “open flash” picture, accelerates 
the film advance after each shot 
to bring an unexposed portion 
rapidly forward, ready for next ex- 
posure.

>| Ariz., am Army Signal Corps in- 


stallation. 

Designed at Rheem’s Downey 
plant and built under Signal Corps’ 
contract, the drone incorporates 
advanced equipment and thinking 
in the use of electronics in combat 
surveillance. It is designed to 
meet the requirements of modern 
warfare concepts ef the Army. 
The drone carries electronic gear 
which reports back pertinent in- 
formation to field commanders as 
the drone flies over enemy areas. 


The drone is launched from a 
metal framework on a standard 
Army truck, assisted by two 
small rockets.. Once in the air, 
its engine takes over. Then it 
is guided over enemy territory 
te gather information which is 
reported back to the cembat 
area field commanders. 

When the drone has completed 
its job, it returns to the launching 

site for recovery. A parachute on 
the drone is released and the drone 
floats down to earth for reuse. No 
airport is required for either 
launching or recovering.

POPULAR Photography’s round- 

up of the camera’s achievements 
during the past year is now on the 
stands at $1.25 a cepy. In black-and- 
white and in color, the editors pre- 
sent in the “1959 Photography An- 
nual” their version of what has 
been good in the field. Some partic- 
ularly outstanding events are 
chronicled. 

The latter is headed by W. Eu- 
gene Smith’s essay, in words and 
pictures, on Pittsburgh, where he 
spent more than two years, on and 
off, on Guggenheim Fellowships, 
exploring the character and atmos- 
phere of the city and recording his 
impressions. The result is a per- 
sonal report on the interpretive, 
often emotional, always poetic level 
of which he is the acknowledged 
master in this country. 

The arrangement of the 36-page 
layout is entirely Smith’s work, a 
sensational departure from the 
ordinary practice, editors insisting 
as a matter of course that selection 
and layout are solely their func- 
tion, in which the photographer has 
little or no part. 

Smith thought differently and 
made it a condition that he was 

to do the layout himself, The edi- 
tors in this case agreed, and one 
must leave it to the reader to 
judge whether he succeeded, for 
if the total effect is communi- 
cated, then there should be no 
question that Smith was justified. 
Another feature that deserves 
special mention is George Silk’s 
color story, “Skier’s World,” an 
essay on the excitement of the 
game as it is experienced by the 
skier himself. The report of the 
taped interview with the photogra- 
pher by Arthur Goldstein is a case

history of how a vague idea—a 
“different” kind of skiing picture— 
was developed and finally executed.

winter uniform, has been adopted 
by more non-service people than 
can be enumerated, 

One solution which would add 
no expensé to the Army would be 
to authorize wear of the tropical 
worsted uniform in lieu of the cot- 
ton khaki by all personnel for duty 
and off-duty wear, at the individ- 
ual’s expense. This could be sub- 
ject to the following consideration: 
That once a soldier received the 
initial issue of cotton khaki and 
began drawing his clothing allow- 
ance he would be permitted to re- 
place eotton khaki with tropical 
worsted. 

For every cotton khaki uniform 
replaced with a tropical worsted, 
his clothing record would be ad- 
justed to reflect tropical worsted 
in lieu of cotton khaki. 

Another solution would be to de- 
velop an entirely new summer 
uniform and throw out the cotton 
khaki. It would seem desirable 
and practical both for uniformity 
and production control to develop 
a summer uniform in the same 
shade as the Army Green, of a 


fabric which requires a minimum 
of care and cleaning, such as 
dacron and wool or other combina- 
tion of the man-made fabrics. 
Such a uniform would eliminate 
the undesirable situation of twn- 
matched shirts and trousers, which 
is so prevalent with cotton khaki. 
Fither the current tropical wor- 
sted or a new uniform of matching 


shade of the Army Greens which 
could be permanently creased 
would be the biggest morale boost- 
er made outside of a 100% pay 
raise or abolition of kitchen police. 
It would also be desirable from 
a morale standpoint to authorize 
the issuance of a new uniform on 
the change-over, instead of the 
purchase as required in the green 
winter change-over.

How Insurance 
Dividends Work 


EUROPE: My husband has kept 
his $10,000 National Service Life 
Insurance in force since entering 
service in 1948. To date, we have 
received a small dividend of about 
$50, back in 1950. We were under 
the impression that we would re- 
ceive dividends yearly. So wouldn’t 
that mean we have several years 
of back dividends due us?

(Editor’s Note: There may be 
any one of several reasons why 
no dividends have been received 
over past eight years. There were 
two special NSLI dividends—one 
covering period from 1940 through 
1948; the second from 1948 
through 1951. Thereafter, annual 
dividends have been paid on term 
and permanent NSLI, 

Effective 1 Jan. 1952, cash pay- 
ment of regular dividends is pay- 
able only if VA receives a writ- 
ten notice signed by the insured 
stating he wants the cash. One 
request holds good until revoked 
by insured. Otherwise, the divi- 
dend is credited to his account (to 
be used to keep insurance in force 
if premiums not paid, held on 
deposit at interest—(not available 
on term policies—or used to pay 
premiums in advance). If your 
husband has not asked for cash, 
accrued dividends would be cred- 
ited to his account, 

When the Servicemen’s Indem- 
nity Act became law in 1951, NSLI 
holders were given the opportun- 
ity to file a waiver of premiums, 
Such waiver made the NSLI “non- 
pacticipating”—no dividends were 





payable for waiver period. If your 
husband had executed such a waiv- 
er, that could be the reason you 
have not received any. dividends. 

A third reason, and one that ap- 
plies to many, is that VA does not 
have current mailing address to 
which checks can be sent. 

In any event, your husband 
should write to the VA District 
Office, P.O. Box 8079, Philadelphia 
1, Pa., for an official answer. He 
should give his full name, service 
number, insurance- number, type 
and amount of policy, date of 
birth, complete mailing address 
and, if he wants cash, a signed 
statement te that effect).

The U.S. rifle-pistol team has returned from the 37th 
World Shooting Championships staged in Moscow, 17-26 


August. 
Soviets took 14 of the 17 team 
events and managed to annex 11 of 
the 23 individual world champion- 
ships. The U.S. won not a single 
team first place. We did win five 
individual firsts — in running deer 
event, the 300-meter kneeling and 
prone matches, the centerfire pistol 
and the clay pigeons. 

Our showing wasn’t as good as 
second rate. It was third rate. 
Why? 

Our team was shot out. We 
shipped the finest aggregation of 
gunning talent ever assembled on 
these shores out of Fort Faas ony 
14 July. A select 
group that had 
been painstaking- 
ly put over the 
jumps for months 
and months. First } 
enduring the

off the chaff and provide this coun- 
try with the most brilliant shoot- 
ing aggregation ever to wear the 
American colors. 

The team was thrown into tough, 
international competition in Ger- 
many just four short days after de- 
parting Benning. After that there 
was no let-up. For a solid month 
our marksmen-were marched up 
and down Europe firing one gruell- 
ing series of matches after another. 

That was atrocious poor judg- 
ment. Our mediocre showing in 
Moscow stems directly from this 
fundamental error. We were lick- 
ed not by the shooting of our team 
members but by our coaches. 

* % * 





OUR MARKSMEN performed 
brilliantly in Germany. We knock- 
ed off the fre* pistol, the rapid-fire 
pistol and the centerfire pistol 
events. We won a rifle event and 
lost one to the West Germans. 

The matches over, our shooters 
were given no rest but were shunt- 
ed off to Sweden where there was 
an even tougher grind ahead of 
them. The 22d of July, only a bare 
week out of Benning, they were 
sweating and squeezing and suffer- 
ing all the agonies and strain of in- 
ternational competition in their 
second matches. We cleaned up. 
Both the riflemen and the pistol- 
eers were in peak form. 

We shot scores at Gotesborg and 
Stockholm that should have been 
reserved for the Ruskies. And 
where were the Soviets? They had 
been invited Why hadn’t they 
showed up? A month later it was 
quite obvious why they had stayed 
at home and saved their winning 
scores!

Again we plunged our tiring marks- 
men into competition, this time 
against some of the toughest shoot- 
ers on the face of the earth — the 
Swiss.

Over the past 40 years these 
people have been our nemesis in 
the Olympic shooting wars. With 
no rest, no relaxation, no time to 
unwind our gunners were again 
tossed into the fray. 

It is to their credit that. they 
showed fairly well in the pistol 
events and were so-so with the rifle. 
The affair in Zurich wound up the 
31 July and not content, the team 
captain whipped the squad over 
into Austria for an impromptu 
jousting, not even on the schedule. 
Ar. old match shooter myself, I can 
fully appreciate how utterly weary 
the entire squad must have been at 
prospects of still another tourna- 
ment

ON 13 AUGUST the group ar- 
rived in Moscow. The day follow- 
ing they were hard at it again. The 
14th was given over to day-long, in- 
tensive practice and on the 15th the 
preliminary matches of the 37th 
revival of the World Champion- 
ships got under wav. 

For the next dozen days the So- 
viets made us look sad indeed. Had 
they barnstormed Europe, using up 
their winning scores in Wiesbaden, 
in Gotesborg, in Zurich, at Feld. 
kirch? No indeed! The canny Com- 
mies had stayed at home, plotted 
their strategy, laid in wait for us, 
and made us look like dubs. 

The fault does not lie with the 
team. This tear is our best. Under 
other circumstances and better lead 
this aggregation can hold the So- 


viets. Our gunners were shot-out. 
Over-trained. Stale. And sick to 
death of one-night stands which 


saw them burn up their winning to- 
tals long before the Kremlin hove 
into view.

CHAMPIONSHIP SHOOTING 
places incalculable strain on all the 
facilities. There is a tremendous 
sapping away of nervous energy 
and at the end of a solid day of 
match effort the shooter feels he 
has walked 40 miles or galloped a 
fast 10. 

There isn’t the least doubt but 
that the shooting peak of our 
marksmen was reached at the time 
our team cleaned up in Sweden.

@, Colonel Aber, it seems to be 
pretty generally agreed that the 
principal and most probable cur- 
rent or near-future threat to this 
nation from an aggressor coun- 
try would come in the form of 
an attack from the air. What 
could we expect in the way of 
defetise against such an attack 
if it came right now—tonight? 

A. The Nike Ajax missile sys- 
tem is here teday. It is not just on 
somebedy’s drawing board or on 
the cover of some magazine. It is 
not in a planning or test phase; it 
is fully operational and doing the 
job 24 hours a day, 365 days a year 


right now, as it has-for about the} im chreme 


past five years. Until recently, 
when the first Hercules sets went 
out on site, Ajax was the only fully- 
operational, full-time surface-to- 
air missile system defending the 
continental United States. In other 


| words, if the enemy attack that you 


hypothesized for tonight consisted 
of the latest high-flying, high-speed 
bombers—perhaps supersonic— 
there would not be one single air- 
plane, or even guided missile other 
than the Nike Ajax and a few Nike 
Hercules, that would have the defi- 
nite capability of destroying such 
an attack. 

Q. What about interceptor air- 
“ eraft? 
A. Unfortunately, development of 
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pace with developments of bombers. 
Operational fighter aircraft are ex- 
ceedingly taxed when they try te 
engage the higher flying bombers. 
Of course, if the: easily-jammed 
voice communication radio which 
guides the fighter pilot toward the 
target is still operating, he may, by 
struggling up to his top ceiling and 
then launching a relatively tiny air- 
to-air missile, perhaps achieve a 
kill. But he is then doing with max- 
imum and extreme effort, and with 
relatively small chance of success, 
what Ajax can do with ease, ac- 
curacy, economy and far greater 
deadliness. Also, Ajax can fire a 
number of missiles before the tar- 
get reaches the bomb release line, 
and with its high single-shot kill 
probability, it is certain to obtain 
a kill with one of them. An inter- 
cepter would, in the general case, 
be able to make only one pass at 
the enemy bomber, due to the 
speeds at which both planes would 
be travelling. By the time the in- 
terceptor could get back in posi- 
tion for anether strike, the bomber 
would have dropped its lethal lead. 


Q. What about the cost of a 
missile defense as compared te 
interceptor aircraft defense? 

A‘. On this basis too; the days of 
the manned interceptors are num- 
bered, Just recently, a study was 
made on this very subject. In other 
words, the cost of obtaining a giv- 
en percentage of effectiveness, or 
engagement kill probability, against 
an assumed air attack under a 
given ‘set of attack conditions. The 
details of this study are classified, 
put I believe I can state that the 
cost of a missile defense is only a 
small fraction of the cost of ebtain- 
ing the same effectiveness with 
interceptor airtraft. 


Q. Why is 2 missile defense se 
much cheaper? 
A, The answer te this becomes

‘interceptor aircraft has not kept 


fairly obvious when you consider 
the relatively small cost of our mis- 
sile equipment, its low deprecia- 
tion, the smaller number of men 
required, and the relatively small 
amount of real estate and con- 
struction entailed, as compared 
with the vast amount of personnel, 
training, equipment, hangars, run- 
ways, etc., required for even the 
smallest interceptor base. 


Q. Can you give a mere cen- 
erete, numerical idea as te the 
relative cost effectiveness of mis- 
sile versus interceptor? 

A. No, not specifically—not only 
because such information is elassi- 
fied, but also because the ratio 
varies according to different alti- 
tudes at which an attack might be 
encountered. As I indicated earlier, 
the effectiveness of interceptors 
drops off rapidly at higher alti- 
tudes, and above a ceriain ceiling, 
has no effectiveness whatsoever. 
This is because all of today’s air- 
craft are air-breathers—and the air 
at 60,000 feet is less than one-tenth 
as dense as it is at sea-level. A 
missile defense, however, under- 
goes only a negligible loss of effec- 
tiveness up to the maximum alti- 
tudes we might expect in an enemy 
attack now or within the next few 
years, because our Army missiles 
use rocket propulsion, which ear- 
ries its own on-board oxygen sup- 


ply. To give you a-more direct an- 
swer, however, the cost of one 
interceptor is roughly about the 


Same as an entire Nike battery. 

Q. Then in your opinion, 
Colonel Aber, the best air de- 
fense weapon that we have right 
now against an enemy air attack 
on this nation is the Nike sys- 
tem? 

A. It is my firm belief that the 
Nike system—Ajax and Hercules— 
represents not just the best, but 
the only truly effective air defense 
weapon which stands between this 
nation and an enemy aitack from 





the air.
